The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Sugino et al essentially for reasons 
of record noting the following. 

Sugino et al at paragraphs 0044 and 0045 teaches that the iodide concentration in the 
stretching bath is in the range of .05-15 wt % and this is inclusive of the instant range of 
4-12 % by weight. Hence, the claims are submitted to be anticipated by the reference 
concerning this aspect. An alternative 103 has been maintained as now cancelled claim 
9 has been incorporated into claim 3. 

2.Applicant's arguments filed June 25, 2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In view of the amendment, the rejection has been revised somewhat 
but remains essentially the same, le, instead of separate102 and 103 rejections, a 
combined 102/103 rejection has been made due to the incorporation of now cancelled 
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claim 9 into claim 3. Applicant points to paragraphs 0048-0051 to show that the iodide 
concentration of Sugino et al in the stretching step is not anticipatory of the instant 
range. However, it should be noted that paragraphs 0044 and 0045 can be used to 
anticipate the instant "uniaxially stretching" step, and in these paragraphs, the iodide 
concentration is disclosed as .05 to 15 wt %, which includes the instantly claimed range. 
Hence, the instant range remains anticipated by the applied reference. Applicant 
argues that the comparative examples show unexpected results concerning the lower 
limit of the iodide concentration in the stretching and/or washing steps. However, such 
is not persuasive. The instant comparative examples appear to be no more than routine 
optimization of a range for a particular parameter that has already been disclosed I the 
prior art. This is not unexpected, but rather based on routine experimentation.
